Jay Inslee ended his run for president and 
began his campaign for a third term as Wash¬ 
ington’s governor. Every 2020 Democratic 
presidential candidate—even the bad ones!— 
applauded him for forcing the Democrats to 
talk about climate change in a serious way this 
year. Certainly anoble pursuit, especially con¬ 
sidering that Greenland lost two billion 
tons of ice this week. Inslee’s announcement 
freezes the political ambitions of a number 
of politicians who had eyes on the governor’s 
seat, the state attorney general’s seat, and the 
lands commissioner’s seat, all of which would 
have been in flux had he not decided to run 
again. We’ll see what happens to the gover¬ 
nor’s seat after President Elizabeth Warren 
appoints Inslee head of the EPA 


A few days later, near the base of the Space 
Needle, Elizabeth Warren gave a stump 
speech in front of a crowd of 15,000 peo¬ 
ple—her largest crowd yet on the campaign 
trail, anywhere in the countiy. Warren’s talk 
was originally supposed to be 
a “town hall” at WaMu The¬ 
ater, which seats 7,000, but 
20,000 RSVPs convinced her 
campaign staff to move it to 
Seattle Center. 

A patron was refused service 
at Beth’s Cafe for almost 
getting into a fight. He was 
disgruntled—so much so that 
he hurled a “No Parking” sign through one 
of the restaurant’s windows. 

A state trooper gave a warning to a man who 
was seen parked on the shoulder of a road 
near Seattle-Tacoma International Arport 
playing eight games of Pokemon Go simul¬ 
taneously. EIGHT. As in the number eight. 
He had eight different smartphones, each of 
them playing the game, each of them fitted 
into a foam console the man had created 


so he could see them all at once. The state 
trooper demanded he put the eight phones 
in the backseat, to prevent distraction, and 
informed him that pulling over onto the 
shoulder is only for emergencies. He was not 
playing the eight games while 
driving, so far as we know. 

No-limit super PACs have 
been able to raise more than 
$2.1 million in this year’s Se¬ 
attle City Council elections 
thanks in large part to corpo¬ 
rate donations, like Anazon’s 
$250,000 donation. But this 
trend could end if current city 
council member Lorena Gonzalez’s new 
proposal becomes law. The legislation she’s 
proposingblocks multinational corporations 
like Amazon from spending in local elections 
and limits super PAC donations to $5,000. 

The King County medical examiner com¬ 
pleted an autopsy on Ryan Matthew 
Smith, the black man killed by SPD cops at 
a Lower Queen Anne apartment in May. The 
autopsy found Smith, 31, had been shot 12 


times and had a blood alcohol level of 0.36, 
enough to risk falling into a coma. The case 
presents certain similarities to the killing of 
Charleena Lyles: both were people of col¬ 
or around the age of 30 with mental-health 
issues, both were inside an apartment with 
a knife, and in both cases—family members 
say—cops opened fire way too quickly.

The Mayor’s Meddling 

She refused to talk to The Stranger about her 
efforts to influence the November election.

M ayor Jenny Durkan’s name won’t be 
on the ballot this year, but it may as 
well be. How Seattle votes this No¬ 
vember—when seven out of nine 
city council seats are up for reelection—may 
determine the success of the second half of 
Durkan’s first term, and whether she can win 
a second one. 

Will voters elect a city council that con¬ 
tinues to antagonize the mayor with veto 
overrides and ambitious progressive pol¬ 
icies that threaten Durkan’s big-business 
supporters? Or will Seattle elect an Ama¬ 
zon-approved council that is ready to sup¬ 
port Durkan’s priorities? 

Durkan has grown increasingly active as 
November’s election nears. But while she 
busies herself electioneering—endorsing 
some candidates, smearing one candidate as 
“another socialist,” and lambasting sitting 
council members for what she described as 
poor primary-election performance—she 
isn’t too interested in talking about it. At least 
not with Seattle’s largest free newspaper. 

Durkan has given election-related inter¬ 
views to the Seattle Times, KUOW, and the 
nonprofit news website Crosscut, but her 
staff declined repeated interview requests 
from The Stranger. Durkan’s staff cited a law 
that blocks city employees from engaging in 
election activities. But the city’s own ethics 
watchdog dis agreed with that interpretation, 
telling The Stranger that city staff are free to 
pass on requests as long as the staff member 
doesn’t directly coordinate interviews. 

After more than a week of declined re¬ 
quests, The Stranger confronted the mayor 
at a press conference. We were cut off less 
than 45 seconds later and told to not ask 
election-related questions. The mayor then 
said she would give The Stranger a full in¬ 
terview, but she failed to return any of our 
calls or e-mails. 

The mayor clearly doesn’t want to explain 
her election strategy to us, so we’ll just have 
to read between the lines. So far, it’s not hard 
to see what she’s up to. 

Durkan had the support of the Seattle 
Metropolitan Chamber of Commerce during 
her election bid in 2017—the chamber’s 
super PAC, the Civic Alliance for a Sound 


Economy (CASE), spent $611,000 support¬ 
ing her—and it appears she’s returning the 
favor by supporting the chamber’s preferred 
candidates in 2019. 

In July, Durkan made her first election en¬ 
dorsement, supporting chamber-backed Dis¬ 
trict 2 candidate Mark Solomon in an e-mail 
that criticized his opponent, Tammy Morales, 
by calling her a divisive socialist. Durkan’s 
attack on Morales didn’t stop the communi¬ 
ty organizer from coming in first in the pri¬ 
mary with more than 50 percent of the vote. 
Solomon came in second with 23 percent. 

Durkan’s only other public endorsement 
so far has been for District 5 council mem¬ 
ber Debora Juarez, the only candidate to get 
an endorsement from both the chamber and 
The Stranger. 

What about the five other city council 
races? Will Durkan continue to support the 
chamber’s preferred candidates? During our 
45-second-long press-conference moment 
with her, she said she was “waiting to see 
how things develop and to talk to different 
candidates.” But don’t expect Durkan to sup¬ 
port socialists like District 3 council mem¬ 
ber Kshama Sawant or District 4 candidate 
Shaun Scott. 

Her policy positions this election cycle re¬ 
main an open question as well. Does Durkan 
support a new proposal to limit super PAC 
donations and block multinational corpora¬ 
tions like Amazon from paying for elections? 
We’d love to know. 

Perhaps an even more important ques¬ 
tion for the sake of our local democracy is 
whether Durkan is working with the numer¬ 
ous super PACs that have already raised a 
record-breaking $2.1 million to spend in local 
elections. During our brief encounter with the 
mayor, she said she wasn’t working directly 
with CASE, or with other conservative com¬ 
mittees like People for Seattle and Moms for 
Seattle, but she also didn’t deny that she has 
met with at least some oftheir leaders, telling 
us: “I talk with a lot of people all the time.” 

That might be the least surprising election 
news of the year. It appears you’re more likely 
to get our mayor’s ear if you’re running a super 
PAC with a million dollars than if you’re ask¬ 
ing questions on behalf of a free newspaper. ■

un fact: I moved to Seattle because 
of PAX West. 

It was August of 2014, andmy part¬ 
ner and I were here to work on a doc¬ 
umentary about queer geeks. After 
spending several days interviewing superb 
nerds, navigating row after row of enchanting 
indie games, getting lost in game-ephemera 
discourse over drinks, and allowingmy beard 
to grow to a Pacific Northwest-appropriate 
length, the convention had perfectly framed 
the city as a place I belonged. 

“What are we doing here?” I asked when 
we returned to our West Hollywood apart¬ 
ment. A month later, we flew back to Seattle 
to hunt for apartments. A month after that, 
we moved. Thanks, PAX. 

What started as a modest Bellevue meet¬ 
up of a few thousand people in 2004 has 
grown into an international fandom phe¬ 
nomenon, drawing cosplayers and gamers 
and collectors and families and, well, anyone 
who likes having fun. 

But it’s also become A LOT. With tens of 
thousands of attendees stampeding between 
panels and concerts and tournaments, it’s 
easy to get exhausted by it all. Are you coming 
to game? To cosplay? To network? To learn? 
To lose to me in the Mario Kart 7 tourna¬ 
ment? There’s more to experience at this 
con than any one person can possibly process, 
and crafting an optimal experience really de¬ 
pends on what you want to get out of it. 

So please, as someone for whom PAX is 
an anchor around which my Seattle identity 
revolves, allow me to offer some guidance. 

First, a quick tip: Rooms that start with 
“C" are at the Convention Center, rooms 
starting with “S” are at the Sheraton, “H” is 
for Grand Hyatt, “W” is for the Westin, and 
“R” is for the Regency. I only learned that this 
year, which means I’ve spent the last four 
years running around lost like an idiot. 

Tip number 2: Expect to be offline. The 
convention center will have no cellular or 
Wi-Fi service, maybe because ofthe crowds 
or maybe because its walls seem designed to 
resemble those of an under-mountain repos¬ 
itory for depleted uranium. 

And remember, some of the best PAX stuff 
isn’t officially part of PAX at all. Check out 
thestranger.com/events/pax for special 
game-themed events, parties, and concerts. 
(As for me, I’ll be hosting Dungeons & Drag 
Queens, a live comedy show where drag 
performers improvise their way through a 
Dungeons & Dragons adventure. Come see 
us at Kremwerk on Wednesday, August 28!) 

Also, beware of security hassles. As of 
this year, the front doors will be exit-only, 
so you’ll need to seek out the tunnel doors 
at the back to enter. If it’s anything like Em¬ 
erald City Comic Con, security will prevent 
you from crossing Freeway Park and you’ll 
have to go on a 10-minute detour around it 


instead. There will be metal detectors at the 
entrances and extensive bag searches. It’s 
a pain in the neck, but we live in a country 
where it’s become normal to have massacres 
nearly every day, so I guess a lengthy security 
line is worth the wait for PAX West not to be 
the place you and your friends die in a hail 
ofbullets. 

Now that we have some logistics squared 
away, it’s time to crack open the panel sched¬ 
ule. Panels are PAX’s great strength: Some 
are for players (“Streaming as a Hobby or Ca¬ 
reer”), others are more for industry pros (“The 
Art and Science of Mystery Game Design”), 
but most are for both (“Historical & Visual 
Transgender Representation in RPGs”). 

Start your weekend with the panel “Hid¬ 
den Gems: Discovering the Undiscovered 
of PAX West” on Friday evening in the Cat 
Theatre. You might also consider “An Intro¬ 
vert’s Guide to Networking,” “Latinx in Gam¬ 
ing: Building Community,” and the “Cosplay 
Crunch Contest.” That last one sounds truly 
thrilling: Participants will have 45 minutes 
to make a full costume using only the mate¬ 
rials and tools provided, and they can keep 
anything they make. Can we get a bunch of 
furries to crash this one? 

On Saturday, I recommend “Queering Up 
Misconceptions: LGBTQ+ Life in the Game 
Industry,” and if you’re feeling bold, “So You 
Think You Can Act? Video Game Actors and 
a Casting Director Will Rate Your Perfor¬ 
mance.” I’m also intrigued by “Beyond Tolk¬ 


ien: Queer, Non-European Worldbuilding.” 
And in the evening. I’ll be on a panel called 
“Thirst Unquenched? Sexy Characters for 
the Rest of Us,” where I’ll explain why Hu¬ 
bert is the superior romance option to Lind- 
hart, even if it can only happen in headcanon. 

On Sunday, you’d be a fool to miss “Ask 
Game Lawyers Anything: This Normally 
Costs Money!” That panel alone is worth the 
price of a badge. Sensitive types will likely 
enjoy “The Psychology of the Final Fantasy 
Series,” and if you’d like a little nerdery with 
your geeking, there’s “More Fi Than Sci: Bad 
Science in Video Games.” 

And oh, what’s this? I’ll be wrapping up the 
weekend by hosting a panel version of our 
drag queen/D&D show. It’s Sunday at 8 p.m. 
in the Sasquatch Theater. And Monday is 
Labor Day, so you can stay out late. 

Of course, there’s more to PAX than 
panels. You can get autographs from local 
luminary Ellen McLain and Oregon’s Anna 
Prosser, or enter tournaments to dominate 
in Beat Saber, Catan, Kirby 64, Splatoon, 
Exploding Kittens, and Double Dash. (First 
come, first served, so get there early.) 

Bring your own PC and connect it to the 
LAN, or use one of PAX’s preloaded ma¬ 
chines. They also have a game checkout sys¬ 
tem, both for console and tabletop, if you’d 
like to try something new. 

And on the topic of games, yes, all the ma¬ 
jor AAA usual suspects will be present. But 
skip the long lines to play their jury-rigged 


demos, and instead head for the Indie Mega¬ 
booth, where you can sample dozens of fasci¬ 
nating games pushing the boundaries of play. 

Indie highlights this year include Wytch- 
wood, where you play a witch gathering in¬ 
gredients for spells; Epic Tavern, a sort of 
tavern simulator in which you run a quest 
hub for adventurers; and Boomerang Fu, a 
literal food fight in which meals pelt each 
other with boomerangs. I’m also intrigued 
by Sunless Skies, a gothic horror RPG that 
appears to feature a space train. 

While you’re rushing around, don’t for¬ 
get to breathe every now and then, relax, 
step away from the crowd, and calm down. 
For chill time, look no further than the AFK 
Lounge, a mental-health oasis amid the hus¬ 
tle and bustle. Or check out the Handheld 
Lounge, where you can settle down into a 
beanbag among friends. And of course there’s 
the Diversity Lounge, where all are welcome, 
even heterosexuals. Do they even play games? 

So there you have some highlights—and 
we didn’t even have time to talk about the 
pin trading, the concerts, the VR demos, and 
more. Pace yourself and remember that you 
can’t do everything. So just give in to the in¬ 
tensity and enjoy the sensation of bouncing 
from one delight to the next. With any luck, 
you’ll feel your choice of hometown affirmed 
and recharged for another year. ■

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We Can’t Stop Listening to 
Carly Rae Jepsen 

A gay man and a straight man think deeply about the 

Canadian pop sensation. 



I keep thinking about Carly Rae Jepsen. 
Yes, the “Call Me Maybe” Carly Rae 
Jepsen. But before I get into that, I 
need to talk about a dance contestant 
who competed on the fourth season of 
So You Think You Can Dance. I promise it 
will all tie together. 

If you’re a true Jepsen fan, you already 
know where this is going. 

The year was 2008. The man was Mark 
Kanemura. Mark was a jazz dancer, or at 
least this is how he was introduced on the 
show. He had a kind face and bangs like 
Pete Wentz. He was best known on the 
show for his Emmy-nominated dance to 
Leona Lewis’s “Bleeding Love,” but he was 
better known in my heart as my future 
husband. It didn’t matter that I was a teen 
living in rural Idaho who had never met 
another gay person. I loved Mark, and we 
would be together. Forever. 

But then the TV show ended, and I com¬ 
pletely forgot about him. For a decade. 

In 2018,1 was on Instagram, scrolling, 
when Mark came back into my life. 

A video appeared on my feed: Carly Rae 
Jepsen’s “Cut to the Feeling” blasted at 
full volume. Standing in his apartment, a 
half-nude Mark Kanemura was draped in a 
rainbow flag. He stomped across the room 
while performing not one, not two, but six 
rainbow wig reveals to the track. (For the 
uninitiated: A wig reveal is when a perform¬ 
er whips off a wig to reveal another wig, a 
move popularized on RuPaul’s Drag Race) 
It was funny, simple, and effective. It 


seems like a routine that anyone could do, 
but it clearly takes a lot of practice and skill. 
I watched the video at least 20 more times. 

Apparently, everyone else did, too, be¬ 
cause the video went viral. People started 
recording videos of themselves whipping 
off wigs while listening to “Cut to the Feel¬ 
ing.” Soon, Kanemura wouldbe performing 
the bit next to Carly Rae Jepsen on tour. 


There’s something 
about Jepsen’s 
music that’s undeni¬ 
ably euphoric, catchy, 
and welcoming. 


These videos were the first time I really 
listened to Jepsen. I watched them com¬ 
pulsively. I’m generally not a fan of pop 
music—my pop aversion is more a personal 
failure than the genre’s—but there’s some¬ 
thing about Jepsen’s music that’s undeni¬ 
ably euphoric, catchy, welcoming. 

Many of my friends, especially the gay 
ones, love Jepsen, but they speak about her 
in whispers. “Emotion is the best pop album 
of the decade,” I’ve heard a friend murmur, 
afraid someone will laugh at them. 

Jepsen’s brand of femme pop is often seen 
as frivolous, and consequently lowbrow— 
but it isn’t stupid to think highly of Jepsen’s 
music. Musicologist Nate Sloan and song¬ 


writer Charlie Harding have famously 
gushed over many of Jepsen’s tracks on their 
popular pop podcast Switched On Pop. The 
two men createdthe podcast after having an 
hours-long discussion about the complexity 
of “Call Me Maybe.” Sloan has called it the 
“greatest pop song of our generation.” 

“The idea that writing ‘frivolous’ music 
doesn’t take a lot of artistry is misguid¬ 
ed,” Sloan told Quartz in a 2017 interview. 
“Mozart’s operabuffa Cosifan tutte has the 
most ludicrous and silly plot—but, man, is 
it complex.” 

This comment brings me back to So You 
Think You Can Dance. It’s often overlooked 
that Mark Kanemura’s season is also where 
Lady Gaga made her live national TV debut. 
A rising new artist during the summer of 
2008, Lady Gaga opened her performance 
of “Just Dance” with a message that isn’t on 
the track. “POP MUSIC WILL NEVER BE 
LOWBROW,” she says, with the words pro¬ 
jected onto her face. Gaga, also a judge on 
that episode, would go on to hire Kanemura 
as one of her principal dancers. 

I’ve found it helpful to think about Gaga’s 
declaration when considering Kanemu¬ 
ra and the pop artists he performs with. 
Jepsen’s music may come across as silly, 
like Kanemura’s wig reveals, but its power 
is in its unassumingness. Jepsen suggests 
that our homespun bedroom dancing can 
be writ large on the main stage. To “cut to 
the feeling” isn’t to be frivolous. Rather, 
it’s to be urgently proud, with arms out¬ 
stretched. CHASE BURNS 


W hen the saxophone rips through 
the opening seconds of Carly Rae 
Jepsen’s “Run Away with Me,” 
all of my straight guy friends and 
I have a complete fucking melt¬ 
down. Though we’re in our early 30s, for the 
next four minutes, we just lose it. No control. 
Our ridiculous bodies fill with electrostatic 
glee, and we sing and dance until the song’s 
hard stop cuts us off. 

The same thing happens when we hear “Too 
Much” or “Automatically in Love” or “I Really 
Like You” or “Call Me Maybe” or any of the Ca¬ 
nadian star’s other certified bangers. 

Since Jepsen’s music isn’t necessarily mar¬ 
keted directly to our demographic (or is it??), 
and since straight guys fangirling over Jepsen 
appears to have risen to the level of “a thing,” I 
got together with a couple friends over pizza to 
interrogate our love for Carly Rae. 

For my friend Willie, part of the pleasure lies 
in a relatively newfound freedom. Though the 
pop music we heard in middle school was un¬ 
impeachably good—e.g., Britney Spears’s “Hit 
Me Baby One More Time”—gender-restrictive 
norms trained us to believe that straight guys 
weren’t supposed to like that stuff. Though we 
did like that stuff (mostly because producers 
spent months in music laboratories making 
sure we’d like that stuff), we couldn’t show it. 

But by the time Jepsen’s music hit the mar¬ 
ket, we were all comfortable enough in our mas¬ 
culinity and educated enough about the idiocy 
of gender norms to cut to the feeling freely. So 
part of the love is being able to love without car¬ 
ing about who cares. 

While my friend Aidan primarily likes Jepsen 
for her constant musical references to disco and 
1980s synth pop—two of his favorite genres— 
her (carefully constructed) lack of a carefully 
constructed persona also appeals to him. 

“I’ve seen a lot of Carly Rae Jepsen material, 
but if you put her in a room with five other wom¬ 
en her age, I don’t know that I could pick her out 
of a lineup,” he said. Unlike Taylor Swift or Be- 
yonce, Jepsen hasn’t built her stardom around a 
cult of personality. Not having to spend time de¬ 
fending her like Tay Tay, or worrying that we’re 
placing the wrong offering at the altar of the 
Beyhive, makes her records easierto champion. 

That idea chimes with the thing that draws 
me to Jepsen the most. Some pop stars seem to 
organize their music and their personas around 
shared pain and trauma. But Jepsen organizes 
her music around mutual joy. 

While plenty of loneliness and longing and 
heartbreak drive the songs, her performanc¬ 
es and recordings feel more like occasions to 
throw a party in celebration of those feelings. 
Which makes sense! After all, they’re signs that 
we’re alive. And being alive is good, especially 
when a Carly Rae Jepsen song comes on the 
radio.

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The Many Personas of 
Tyler, the Creator 

The comma in his name isn’t 
superfluous—it’s a thesis.

hatever, dude,” laughed Ty¬ 
ler, the Creator into the mic, 
looking at the crowd. “We all 
sweaty, nigga, we all sweaty 
together. Shit all open and shit.” 

Tyler was alone onstage, performing the 
entirety of his sixth album, Igor, in what 
looked like the inside of an old velvet jew¬ 
elry box for an Apple Music livestream ear¬ 
lier this year. Apparently it was really fuck¬ 
ing hot, because his blond wig was stringy 
and soaked in sweat. He lightly patted down 
the bangs. 

His bare chest, visible beneath a pow¬ 
der-blue two-piece suit and gold chains, 
glistened. He chuckled as he licked his grill. 
Then the music for “Puppet” cued back up 
and Tyler’s mood immediately shifted from 
jocular to earnest. 

His eyes widened as he launched into the 
dark, amour fou -themed track, nearly hy¬ 
perventilating through the lines “I want your 
company, I need your company /1 want you 
to want from me/1 can’t maneuver without 
you next to me / It’s so complex to me.” 

There’s a vulnerability, a neediness from 
Tyler in this performance—and in the album 
as a whole. After becoming a pop-culture 
sensation as ateen, and after nearly a decade 
of trolling the world at large, the California 
rapper has blossomed into his maturity and 


seems to be embracing the role of a serious 
artist. It’s a major flex. 

Igor dropped in May, debuting at num¬ 
ber one on the Billboard 200. The album is 
Tyler’s first number-one record, and it’s the 
first fully self-arranged and self-produeed 
album by a solo rapper to come out on top 
of the charts. 

The album marks an important step in the 
evolution of Tyler, the Creator. The rapper 
first came into the spotlight in 2007 as the 
rambunctious teenage ringleader of Odd 
Future, a now mostly defunct Los Angeles- 
based rap collective that has spawned such 
musicians as Frank Ocean, Earl Sweatshirt, 
and Syd. Known for their punk antics, ex¬ 
plicitly sexual and violent lyrics, and gen¬ 
eral hooliganism, there was a certain edge 
to their ideas that carries over into their 
artistry today. 

The urgent question surrounding his 
latest album is: Who is Igor? The face Tyler 
presents to us on the LP’s cover channels 
Grace Jones’s influential 1981 pop album 
Nightclubbing —the stylized hair, the skin 
color, the inscrutable expression. 

Instead of Jones’s cigarette, the more 
millennial-appropriate grill glints between 
Tyler’s lips. Already the rapper is visually 
cueing to us, the listeners, what he’s trying 
to embody in this most recent record—a 
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persona that’s all feeling, immediately 
iconic, relevant. 

But in his live performances and videos, 
another Igor emerges. Who is this War- 
hol-channeling, 1980s-inspired, queerish, 
corny-suited, bleached-Anton-Chigurh- 
with-bangs-looking motherfucker? In an 
interview with Zane Lowe for Beats 1, Tyler 
does not confess to some convoluted back- 
story about his character or his aesthetics: 
“Bruh, I just thought it was cool,” he said. 

Tyler had been drawing on the charac¬ 
ter of Igor for three years, putting it in a

stop-motion video he made for his show 
Nuts + Bolts on Vice in 2017, but with black 
hair and a turtleneck. “I just thought it 
would be a cool character, just tall, slim, 
suit, blond hair,” said Tyler. “And black 
dudes don’t really have hair like that.” 

Tyler’s solo career has broadly relied 
on the shocking and confrontational, rep¬ 
resented by a different persona with each 
release. His breakthrough album Gob¬ 
lin (2011) was typified by the ski mask. 
In 2013’s Wolf, Tyler preferred a sum¬ 
mer-camp aesthetic, while 2015’s Cherry 
Bomb— Tyler’s least celebrated and most 
sonically grating album—found him com¬ 
mitting to a melting pink cartoon face. 

Igor, his artiest and most beguiling re¬ 
lease to date, loosely follows its titular 
character and his messy and possibly unre¬ 
quited feelings for aboy. While the album’s 
second track, “Earfquake,” is a straightfor¬ 
ward, soul-inspired love song (originally 
written for Justin Bieber), the threads of 
affection begin to unspool pretty quickly. 

In “A Boy Is a Gun,” which samples 
“Bound” by Ponderosa Twins Plus One 
(most memorably tapped in Kanye West’s 
“us-against-the-world” track “Bound 2”), 
Tyler/Igor seems to have realized the poi¬ 
sonous effect of this boy: “You so mother- 
fuckin’ dangerous / You got me by my neck. 
(A boy is a gun.)” By the end, in the lo-fi, 
pitched-up “I Don’t Love You Anymore,” 
he declares the end of love. 

As a casual Tyler listener, his earnestness 
in revealing Igor, and thus himself, is com¬ 
pelling. It gets me thinking about that corn- 
main his name—Tyler, the Creator. It forces 
a pause, a consideration. It’s not just some 
descriptor, but a title, a degree, anhonorific. 

When talking to Lowe about the in- 
tentionality behind putting “All songs 
written, produced, and arranged by Tyler 
Okonma” on the cover, Tyler explained: 
“I’m thinking 15 years from now. I’m play¬ 
ing the long game.” He continued: “I need 
people to know that this is the full idea. 
Everything is very particular.” Tyler, the 
Creator’s strength is in his commitment to 
his ideas and the universes he creates. His 
performance at Bumbershoot this year is 
likely to be better for it. ■

When I Dip, You Dip, We Dip 

Seattle soul band the Dip are making their 
presence known—and playing a coveted 
Bumbershoot slot.

t’s been a thrilling year for the Dip. 

In December, Rolling Stone gave the 
Seattle-brewed soul septet a song of 
the week shout-out and Relix hosted a 
video premiere, both for the doo-wop 
shuffling, role-reversal single “She Gave Me 
the Keys.” Both rags mentioned the same 
Daptone Records vibe, no small compli¬ 
ment and also apropos: The band’s to-the- 
point name is inspired by the Sharon Jones 
& the Dap-Kings track “The Dap Dip” (and 
its hip-driven dance move). They rode the 
buzz into February with the release of a 
sophomore LP, The Dip Delivers, and then 
packed Neurnos with two back-to-back, 
sold-out album-release shows. 

“It was a really humbling experience to 
be received so well in Seattle, where we’ve 
been playing for, you know, six or seven 
years as a band,” said trumpeter Brennan 
Carter. “It added this element of pressure, 
like all of these people, 1,300 people over 
two nights, came to see us. So we needed to 
make sure we were stepping it up and not 
letting them down.” 

A national headlining tour and worthy 
festival slots followed. And this year at 
Bumbershoot, they’ll be closing a stage on 
Friday night. 

The group is composed of UW alums. 
The original five members (Carter, bassist 
Mark Hunter, tenor and baritone sax players 
Levi Gillis and Evan Smith, and drummer 
Jarred Katz) met while studying in the uni¬ 
versity’s rather progressive jazz program, 
while remaining members Tom Eddy (lead 
vocals, guitar) and Jacob Lundgren (gui¬ 
tar) were welcomed into the fold not long 
after. They hit the market at the height of 
the early-2010s soul revival. Their own vin- 
tage-hued sound harks back to 1960s-era 
doo-wop, Motown, blues, jazz, and R&B— 
but it maintains a 21st-century quality of 
production, modern lyrical themes, and 
new-fashioned good times that find them 
hard-slinking and groove-hawking as much 
as shuffling and jiving, with the added 


oomph of a tight three-piece horn section. 

They went from playing house shows to 
club gigs to bigger venues, growing organ¬ 
ically and in DIY style, putting out their 
first record in a get-it-down-and-get-it- 
out rush in 2015. This year’s follow-up was 
more calculated, meticulously recorded in 
their own Central District studio, and with 
added guests (including backup singers, a 
string quartet, organist Delvon Lamarr, and 
guitarist Jimmy James of the True Loves). 

They also released it with help from a 
distribution team and support from AWAL, 
a company that helps bands self-release 
material and provides certain services 
you’d normally get from a record label 
(advances for recording, getting music on 
streaming services and Spotify playlists, 
etc.), while allowing the group to retain 
long-term ownership of their music. The 
Dip have a manager and a booking agent 
now, too, and are currently working the 
balancing act of trying not to oversaturate 
their home market while continuing to 
make their presence known here. 

Their Bumbershoot set should help 
achieve that goal. 

It’s the Dip’s second time playing the fest, 
but as their band profile has grown, so has 
their set time and placement at a big-name 
festival in their own hometown improved: 
sandwiched between and slightly overlap¬ 
ping with the sets of Lizzo and Tyler, the 
Creator, drawing off atheoretically different 
fan base than both, and closing the Mural 
Amphitheatre stage. “We’re very fortunate 
to have that slot and to be able to play in our 
hometown, for sure,” said Katz. 

A European run warming the stage for 
Durand Jones & the Indications lies ahead 
this fall. In the meantime, the very busy 
Dip will be kicking back and enj oying some 
brief but much-needed time off. After their 
Bumbershoot set, of course. ■

headlining set at Capitol Hill Block Party in 
July drew so many people to Pike Street that 
The Stranger had to watch from the gas sta¬ 
tion behind the stage. People were pressed 
together like sardines, many ofthem sobbing 
and carrying on like they were seeing the 
Beatles. Itwas a mess. Her Bumbershoot gig 
was announced the next day, so we presume 
her set at the roomy Memorial Stadium will 
make up for the CHBP clusterfuck.

Z ack Fox isn’t so much a conven¬ 
tional stand-up comedian as he is 
an internet phenomenon and con¬ 
troversy generator with a whiplash 
wit. In 2017, he became entangled 
in a Twitter beef with crassly opportunistic 
EDM DJ/producer Diplo. Fox dragged Diplo 
for tweeting, “Persian girls are so hot can we 
lift this travel ban already.” Fox responded, 
“just like a white to only get on board with 
equality if it serves their pleasures.” Things

escalated quickly, and shortly after Fox 
tweeted, “if i knew it was this easy to dis¬ 
mantle a millionaire’s entire day i would’ve 
done this years ago,” his Twitter account 
was suspended... for arguing with the ex of 
M.I.A. and Katy Perry. Yeah. Which is damn 
near a tragedy, as his feed was one of the 
platform’s most crudely hilarious. 

Luckily, Fox has many other outlets for his 
twisted observations. For one, he’s associat¬ 
ed with Atlanta’s radically unconventional 
hip-hop label Awful Records and its monthly 
Red Bull Radio show Bra A Then there’s his 


acting stint with Vice Live, which finds Fox 
insinuating himself into various thorny and 
hilarious situations. Some of the episodes 
include Fox trying to find a cheap apartment 
in New York City, attending a black com¬ 
ic-book festival at which he draws attendees, 
and attempting to “go viral” as a rapper at 
South by Southwest performing under the 
alias Breastmilk Alabama. (For the latter 
spoof, search “How I Became a Fake Rapper 
at SXSW” on YouTube. Be sure to check his 
SoundCloud for actual decent bars.) 

In addition. Fox is an accomplished il¬ 
lustrator who’s created cover art for Awful 
Records’ artists and fusion bassist extraor¬ 
dinaire Thundercat. He’s also a presenter 
on the Canadian live-action hidden-camera 
reality series Just Kidding, whose premise 
isn’t unlike that of older TV programs like 
Candid Camera and Just for Laughs: Gags, 
but instead focuses on children pulling 
pranks. As Fox put it in a Vice Live episode 
where he wrote his own eulogy, he sees his 
main goal as spreading “black chaotic male 
energy,” and so far he’s kept his word, inject¬ 
ing warped humor into many disciplines, 
and triggering outrage and robust laughter, 
both online and off. ■

The State’s 
Messed-Up 
Tracking System 

L eaf, the software program that grow¬ 
ers and processors use to document 
the cannabis supply chain in Wash¬ 
ington State, was scheduled for routine 
maintenance in mid-July. According to the 
company that owns Leaf, called M J Freeway, 
the system would be down for several hours 
before it would be up and running again. It 
should have been a minor headache for the 
cannabis industry. Instead, it was something 
more like a migraine. 

Cannabis producers and processors are 
required by the Washington State Liquor and 
Cannabis Board (WSLCB), the agency that 
regulates legal weed, to track every bit of pot 
from seed to sale. But the system for tracking 
these plants has been plagued by problems 
since the very beginning of the recreational 
market. BioTrackTHC, the first company 
that contracted with the state to provide this 
software, decided not to renew its contract. 
The next choice vendor, Franwell, backed 
out as well. So the WSLCB went with option 
number three: the much-beleaguered soft¬ 
ware vendor MJ Freeway, which, according 
to StateScoop, contracted with the state to 
provide the software for $800,000 plus an 
additional $3 million in subscription fees. 

This was clearly a mistake. Denver-based 
MJ Freeway was more than a year late in 
delivering the software, a fuckup that at 
one point meant they were charged $3,750 
a day in penalties, a sum they are currently 
trying to negotiate down with the WSLCB. 
This wasn’t just bad for the vendor: After 
the company failed to meet its first deadline, 
some pot companies lost data or actually 
had to track their product by hand. Other 
problems have caused inventory shortages 
at some retailers. 

In July, the software update that should 
have derailed the system for hours ended 
up shutting it down for more than four days, 
which meant vendors were unable to release 
their products to retailers. This impacted 
testing labs, processors, supply-side produc¬ 
ers, and retailers, who were unable to receive 
scheduled deliveries. 

After years of dealing with these flawed 


software products, the industry has had just 
about enough. Soon after the latest fuckup, 
the Cannabis Alliance, an association of 
people, businesses, and organizations in the 
industry, wrote an open letter. One of the first 
steps to address this issue, according to the 
letter, is to get M J Freeway out of the picture. 
Cannabis Alliance would, at the very least, 
like to see it replaced with a “less complex 
and burdensome traceability system.” But 
an even better solution, according to some 
in the industry, would be to get the state out 
of the traceability business entirely and start 
over from scratch. 

This is the preference of Gregory Foster, 
an author at Cannabis Observer and a mem¬ 
ber of both the Cannabis Alliance and the 
WSLCB’s Traceability Advisory Committee, 
who told me that while MJ Freeway is an es¬ 
pecially problematic vendor, the company’s 
problems are in no way unique. 


Some say the state 
should abandon the 
system and start over. 


“We’ve been through most of the vendors, 
and there are not alot left standing,” he says. 
“So there’s not a lot of interest in the indus¬ 
try to just replace the existing vendor with a 
vendor who does the same thing.” 

There are, however, other possibilities, 
including decentralized approaches like a 
distributed public ledger modeled on block- 
chain technology. Another option, Foster 
says, “would be to have a trusted third party 
like a nonprofit or a foundation or a public/ 
private partnership that would be respon¬ 
sible for shepherding that data, and then 
everyone in the ecosystem could become a 
subscriber to that service. The state would 
be a subscriber like everyone else.” 

Abandoning the current system would, of 
course, require approval by the WSLCB, but 
Foster says they’re open to hearing new ap¬ 
proaches. “That’s significant,” he says, “and 
it bodes well for the future in Washington as 
interstate commerce becomes more likely.” 

In the meantime, however, the state’s 
cannabis growers, processors, and retail¬ 
ers are hoping for the best and preparing 
for future fuckups. ■

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Finding a Home in Wa Na Wari 

An unforgettable video in a new center for black art 

in the Central District.

I n a small room on the top floor of a 
house in the Central District, a video 
plays in a continuous loop. I'm going to 
tell you about the video, but first I want 
to tell you about the house. 

It’s called Wa Na Wari, which means “our 
home” in the Kalahari language of southern 
Nigeria where artist 
Inye Wokoma’s father 
was born. The home 
has been in Wokoma’s 
family for five genera¬ 
tions. Assuming guard¬ 
ianship of the estate in 
2016, he wanted to find a way to keep the 
house in the family “for perpetuity,” in 
a historically black neighborhood that’s 
increasingly gentrified, increasingly less 
black. Turning the house into a black arts 
space is the first step in that journey. 

Wa Na Wari—a collaborative project run 
by Wokoma and other artists including El- 
isheba Johnson, Rachel Kessler, and Jill 
Freidberg—opened in April. The team cu¬ 
rates group shows of three to four black art¬ 
ists per month. The current cycle includes 
excellent work by Xenobia Bailey, Henry 
Jackson-Spieker, and Marita Dingus, but it 
was artist Nastassja Swift’s video piece in a 
hot room upstairs that struck a nerve with me. 

I think it was the masks. There are three 
hanging from the ceiling in the room, appear¬ 
ing to float, facing the viewer. They also ap¬ 
pear in the video. Larger than life-size. Swift’s 
masks depict black female ancestors with 
half-closed eyes, hair neatly done in braids, 
Bantu knots, cornrows, and twists. They re¬ 
minded me of the smooth Benin ivory masks 
of the Queen Mother Idia I saw staring at me 
from my textbook in college. Though Swift’s 
masks are made of needle-felted white wool, 
their fluffy texture immediately evokes the 
most American of fibers, cotton. 

In the video, Remembering Her Home¬ 
coming, black women dancers dressed in 
white, adorned with the giant wool masks, 
dance, walk, and sing freedom songs along

the Richmond Slave Trail in Virginia. “And 
before I’d be a slave, I’llbe buried in my grave 
/ And go home to my Lord and be free.” Two 
unseen narrators—a poet and a black elder— 
weave commentary about black woman¬ 
hood, life, and death over the scene. 


The masks are made 
of wool that evokes 
that most American 
of fibers, cotton. 


Swift’s video, no more than 10 minutes 
long, grapples with the concept of home, be¬ 
ing home, having a home, feeling at home in 
one’s body and community. In that way, it fits 
well at WaNa Wari. Wheredowe belong? As 
I leaned against the back wall of the gallery, 
watching the video over and over, I imagined 
this small space as the former room of one 
of Wokoma’s long line of family members. 
There’s a power, a magic, to this ancestral 
home serving as a black community gath¬ 
ering space. It’s a reminder that we’ve been 
here, are here, will always be here. 

“As a black woman in America, you’re al¬ 
ways wearing a mask,” narrates the poet’s 
voice over the images of these eight women 
walking, stomping, twirling along the former 
slave trail. What is revealed through Swift’s 
video is how time is held in the body. These 
dancers at once enact movements and songs 
sung by our ancestors while simultaneously 
revealing the violent and complex history of 
these places they grew up with. 

“When will we be able to take off our 
masks?” the voice says toward the end of the 
video. It’s night when the women reach the 
trail’s end. Gingerly unmasking themselves, 
they dance in the streets. What do their bod¬ 
ies remember? What do they carry? What 
does a homecoming mean for the black com¬ 
munity, for black women—a homegoing? ■

Booze, Burgers, and Butts 

Seattle needs better strip clubs. For now, we have the Can Can.

THE LEGEND OF 
ELDORADO 

Can Can 
Through Sept 29 


I didn’t go to the Can Can Culinary 
Cabaret’s new show, The Legend of 
El Dorado, for the plot. I went for the 
butts. And the food. 

The actual legend of El Dorado is 
many things: a man, a myth, a kingdom pur¬ 
sued by the Spanish Empire. It isn’t some¬ 
thing that easily translates 
into an hour-and-a-half 
dinner cabaret. 

Thankfully, it turns out 
that Can Can’s El Dorado 
is more concerned with booty shorts, high 
kicks, and stripteases than staying faithful to 
a narrative. 

Can Can describes The Legend ofElDorado 
as a “badass women-on-the-run story” that’s 
“all-new, all-original, all-fishnets.” Set in a 
“cinematic desert-scape” where a “women- 
led gang is kicking ass and taking names,” El 
Dorado lets its cast and crew do what Can Can 
does best: wine and dine you, put on a little 
razzle-dazzle, and get (mostly) naked. I love 
it every time I go. 

When you enter the Pike Place Market- 
adjacent club, a host immediately whisks 
you down to their “absinthe and craft cock¬ 
tail bar.” This time, I was offered mezcal. I 
felt wooed. (Pro tip: Can Can’s cocktail bar 
is open 5 p.m. to close Wednesday through 
Sunday, and there’s no cover to drink there.)

Not many places in Seattle serve their burgers with a side of ass-shaking. 


Monica Seward is the venue’s head chef, 
creating a menu that’s fresh from the market. 
The full-course dinner menu has options like 
top sirloin, falafel, and seasonal market fish, 
but I went for the Can Can burger and added 
truffle fries. 

El Dorado is hosted by Jonny Boy (Jona¬ 
than Betchtel), an energetic and gregarious 
performer with timing as quick as the show’s 
costume changes. When he’s not dancing, 


Jonny Boy says he’s “at the gym or welding 
something,” which sounds porny but makes 
sense when you see him. He’s jacked. 

In this show, Jonny Boy acts as one half of 
a sheriff duo, the other half played by Jordan 
Taylor. At one point, the two rockback and forth 
on a giant wooden pony. It’s hot and stupid. 

Most of the show focuses on Taylor, who 
is funny and has a great butt. (I’ll say it again: 
They all have great butts.) Taylor spends the 


whole show falling irrationally in love with 
a leader in the aforementioned girl gang, 
played by Madison Oliver. He’s supposed 
to be arresting her, but he can’t, because his 
love has arrested him. (Again, the show has 
nothing to do with the legend ofElDorado.) 


The Legend of El 
Dorado is more about 
booty shorts and high 
kicks than narrative. 


As I ordered my second mezcal at inter¬ 
mission, I thought about how hard it is to get 
a good drink next to a nearly naked dancer. In 
strip clubs here, it’s illegal to serve alcohol. 

While the Can Can Culinary Cabaret is 
not a strip club—it’s a cabaret!!!—I stand by 
Stranger writer Rich Smith’s contention that 
Seattle’s excellent cabaret and burlesque 
scenes have a lot to do with Washington 
State’s ridiculously strict stripper laws. 
Without booze, our clubs feel serious and 
pious—like church with boobs. 

Seattle may never get the strip clubs it 
deserves. But for now, we have the Can Can. 
And damn, they have a good burger. ■

Sad Seattle 

A new collection of poetry and prose about 
minimum-wage workers in a moneyed tech city

W hat is Seattle today? It’s now 
a bona fide tech city. It has 
60,000 programmers. It draws 
millions of tourists. And a 
good number of its restaurants 
have world-class reputations. The city also 
can’t stop building new office buildings 
and luxury apartments. 
Now, that is one side of 
the city—the happy and 
prosperous one. 

Here is the other Seattle: 
25 percent of its total labor force makes just 
minimum wage, which is $12 per hour. And 
ahuge number ofthese impoverished work¬ 
ers (shop attendants, bartenders, waiters, 
dishwashers, janitors) provide services to 
the rich in the tech sector. 


It reads as if the 
author is talking to you 
in a low voice about 
subversive things. 


Alex Gallo-Brown’s new, superbly written 
book, Variations of Labor, is a collection of 
poems, essays, and short stories devoted to 
this other city, the minimum-wage city, the 
one that has men and women making espres¬ 
sos and cappuccinos for NIMBY millionaires 
or caring for the children of programmers. 
Class tension is found at every level of labor 


in Gallo-Brown’s Seattle, which is definitely 
sad (it has no illusions). The workers tend 
to hate the techies, and the techies tend to 
abuse the workers. 

In one of the best stories in the collec¬ 
tion, “The Job at the Technology Company 
Cafe,” the narrator describes a typical (but 
nevertheless soul-draining) incident in a 
fancy cafeteria that provides free food to 
tech workers. After a 
buffet, a tech worker 
approaches two cooks, 

Lorenzo and Jose, as¬ 
signed to prepare a 
dish of steamed broc¬ 
coli with oyster sauce, 
and says: “Hey... that 
sign says oyster sauce 
on the side. Next time 
the sign says, ‘oyster 
sauce on the side,’ put 
the oyster sauce on 
the side!” The tech 
worker then turns 
and leaves in a huff. 

Lorenzo gives him 
the middle finger. 

That middle finger is 
spotted by the boss. Lorenzo loses his job. 

In Gallo-Brown’s world, workers can’t 
afford to strike or loudly demand higher 
wages. They instead engage in micro¬ 
resistance, like doing some job slowly or 
slightly wrong. True, unionizing is the thing 
to do, but open resistance is likely to get you 
fired, and finding another lousy, low-paying 


job is just not worth the trouble. It’s better 
to resist without being heard or seen or 
detected. 

Gallo-Brown’s book also has stories and 
short essays that explore existential dread, 
everyday racism, the rise of white nation¬ 
alism in the United States, and the crazy 
crimes people commit to make ends meet. 
The pieces about labor dominate the first 
half of the book, and those 
about cultural issues fill 
the second half. 

But almost every workin 
Variations of Labor reads 
like Gallo-Brown is talking 
to you in a low voice, as if he 
doesn’t want others to hear 
the subversive things he is 
considering or planning. 
Think of someone who is 
secretly trying to unionize 
an office or who is criti¬ 
cizing the boss to a fellow 
worker. This is the mode 
of Gallo-Brown’s prose and 
poems. 

“Le dije a el que tenga 
cuidado con esos ricos idio- 
tas,” a cafeteria worker, Maria, says near the 
end of the short story “The Job at the Tech¬ 
nology Company Cafe” (she is speaking in a 
low voice to the other cooks during a lunch 
break). “What’d she say?” asks Andrew, a 
white cook. “She told [us] to be careful with 
all these rich... guys,” the cook Jose whispers 
to Andrew. ■

Keeanga-Yamahtta Taylor: 

‘From #BlackLivesMatter to 
Black Liberation’ 

Keeanga-Yamahtta Taylor, an assistant professor of 
African American Studies at Princeton Univer¬ 
sity, wanted to know why Black Lives Matter 
was becoming popular now, “when we’re living 
through the biggest concentration of black political 
power in American history,” she said in a 2016 
interview with The Stranger. She wrote her book 
From #BlackLivesMatter to Black Liberation to 
explore that question, and also to write about the 
possibility of the movement widening its scope. 
Can a nonhierarchical organization focused on 
police brutality and mass incarceration create 
social change on a larger scale? This talk, following 
the five-year anniversary of Michael Brown’s death 
in Ferguson, is your chance to listen, reflect, and 
act to make that goal a reality. ( Town Hall.

Silver fox Jeff Goldblum might not be enough to save The Mountain.

THE MOUNTAIN 

Dir. Rick Alverson 
Aug 30-Sept 5,

D istributors are smart to emphasize 
the presence of Jeff Goldblum in 
The Mountain. In this somber, 
1950s-set drama—the fifth feature 
from Spokane-born director Rick 
Alverson—Goldblum plays a lobotomist 
struggling to keep his career going as the 
procedure falls out 
of favor. While The 
Mountain possesses an 
oppressive elegance, 
there’s little to appeal 
to a mainstream audience apart from his 
performance as a very ordinary ghoul: a 
dyspeptic, soft-spoken intellectual whose 
rumpled charm dissolves virtually every 
night into drunken lust and self-pity. As 
Dr. Wallace Fiennes, based on the real-life 
psychiatrist Walter Freeman, Goldblum 
tamps down the silver-foxy mischief of his 
media persona to portray the embitterment 
of an irrelevant male. 

Fiennes isn’t actually the main character 
in the film. The Mountain follows Andy (Tye 
Sheridan), a practically inert young man 
who’s lost his mother to the asylum and his 
father (Udo Kier) to a sudden death. Andy 
agrees to accompany Fiennes, his mother’s 
disgraced former doctor, on a road trip to dif¬ 
ferent mental institutions where the loboto¬ 
mist can still practice his trade. Nearly silent 
and perpetually dour, passed from father fig¬ 
ure to father figure without protest, Andy is 
a mystery—a fact that speaks to Sheridan’s

skill, since without the suppressed hurt and 
curiosity behind his hangdog face, his char¬ 
acter would be a mere cipher. 

The film tickles your hopes for some re¬ 
lease, some refreshing breath of rebellion, 
by introducing an assertive young woman 


(Hannah Gross) who captures Andy’s atten¬ 
tion. But the dominant presence in the last 
act of the film is yet another seedy patriarch, 
Jack, embodied by an even-more-bizarre- 
than-usual Denis Lavant—who, like Kier, is 
afavorite of European avant-garde directors. 


(You’d think that seeing Lavant caper mad¬ 
ly with his tongue out and howl in a slurry 
of French and English about semiotics and 
genitals would let some metaphorical air 
into the room, but somehow it doesn’t.) 

It’s no accident that The Mountain pits 
dynamic, internationally respected char¬ 
acter actors against a static protagonist. 
In an interview with the Portland Mer¬ 
cury, Alverson calls Andy “inaccessible... 
a blank slate where the audience’s avatar 
for experience encounters the conditions 
of the world.” This world, as depicted by 
Alverson, is still ruled by exhausted tyrants 
who nurse their own eccentricities yet de¬ 
stroy any attempt at individuality in their 
children. It’s an impressively bleak vision 
of male domination. 

But The Mountain is so keen on flouting 
the narrative expectations of an active hero 
that, once Goldblum leaves the picture, it re¬ 
sults in a dead-end atmosphere. This is the 
kind of movie where every line of dialogue is 
cushioned with several seconds of silence, 
and questions mostly dangle unanswered in 
airless rooms. In that Mercury interview, Al¬ 
verson calls his work “an anti-narrative film 
asking to be welcomed in the narrative com¬ 
mercial marketplace.” The very frustration 
of the viewing experience seems to sharpen 
the critique of our culture’s soul-stunting Big 
Daddies. But when the youth are depicted 
as lifeless from the start, do we really get a 
sense of what we’re losing? ■

‘Kill Me to Death’: A Benefit 
for Gender Is Over 

The new film from queer Afropunk musician 
Danny Denial is a defiantly DIY, endearingly 
terrible outing with passible-to-bad acting, a 
hard-to-follow story line, and the lowest of lo-fi 
cinematography. Kill Me to Death redeems itself 
via the local musicians and artists who carry the 
film (Eva Walker most notably among them); guest 
spot performances by DoNormaal, the Wednes¬ 
days, and others; and a soundtrack that taps even 
more of Seattle's best local music (I hear you in 
there, Michete) and the odd heavyweight (Sonic 
Youth’s Kim Gordon).

‘Police Beat’ 

The Stranger’s Charles Mudede cowrote one of 
the most tender crime films of all time. Police Beat 
(2005) follows a Senegalese bike cop named Z 
(Pape Sidy Niang) in Seattle as he narrates-in his 
native Wolof-his desire for his American girlfriend, 
Rachel. She has left on a camping trip with vague 
promises to call. He grows anxious and paranoid, 
all while responding to incidents around town, 
which are based on real-life police reports Mudede 
wrote about in his retired Stranger column, also 
called Police Beat. 

Z has a softness to him, a face both bewildered 
and reserved that seems to say: What on earth 
am I doing here? Niang is a joy to watch, a natural 


and enigmatic presence on-screen. Seattle is the 
second most important character in the film¬ 
leering, seedy, with all those blues and greens. It's 
a reflection of a very different Seattle: It feels true, 
and a little slimy. 

The film is not available to rent at Seattle Public 
Library. Yet, Oscar-winning director Barry Jenkins 
loved the movie so much, he saw it twice. If Barry 
Jenkins sees your movie twice, then your public 
library should have at least two copies. That’s the 
rule. Police Beat is even in the permanent collection 
of the Museum of Modern Art Meaning, Mudede is 
in The Archive. Thank god. Wake up, Seattle—this is 
mandatory viewing! ( Available for rent at Scarecrow 
Video and Reckless Video.)

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How to Turn a Peach into Beer 

A Fremont brewery is making Washington’s 
fruit into stunning wild ales.

S eattle’s breweries are full of fruit right 
now. The same types of peaches, 
nectarines, and plums at roadside 
stands and farmers markets are also 
fermenting inside oak barrels. 

These soft and aromatic fruit beers take 
months or even years to develop. Breweries 
around Washington—like Engine House 9, 
Dwinell Country Ales, Holy Mountain Brew¬ 
ing, Urban Family Brewing, and Garden Path 
Fermentation—are spending the summer 
making Belgian-inspiredbeers with local fruit, 
but no brewery has gotten more attention 
more quickly for its fruited beers than Adam 
Paysse’s Floodland Brewing in Fremont. 

“I didn’t really go into it planning to do 
as much fruit as we do, but I just kind of got 
carried away because it’s fun,” Paysse said. 
“I like working with the farmers. It’s a thing 
you do during a certain time of year, and then 
you move on to other things. I like the fleeting 
component to it.” 

Paysse is in close contact with fruit farm¬ 
ers so Floodland can get the fruit at precise¬ 
ly the right moment. A peach picked early 
might lend abeer more green apple and floral 
character, whereas one picked later might 
have more of a fruity perfume. Wait too long 
and the overripe fruit might have too much 
sugar, creating a one-dimensional beer. 

On a recent morning in Fremont, I 
watched Paysse and Rick Lynn, the owner 
of Central Washington’s Rama Farm, go back 
and forth exchanging details about peaches 
as Lynn unloaded a new shipment. 

Inside Floodland’s basement brewery, stain- 
less-steel tables were laid in a line with cutting 
boards on top. Ijoined a crew of Paysse’s work¬ 
ers as we pitted peaches and threwthem into a 
big brewing vessel. I occasionally cheated the 
bucket out of apeach, enj oying a slice dripping 
with deliciously sweet juice. 


After acouple of hours, the brewing vessel 
had nearly 500 pounds of peaches. I peered 
overthe edge and wonderedwhat these deli¬ 
cious peaches would taste like after Paysse’s 
wild yeast had its way with them. 

My entire sense of a peach is based on its 
sweetness, but these peaches would soon 
have their sugar taken from them. Paysse 
ferments his beer with a blend of different 
strains of yeast like Brettanomyces and bac¬ 
teria, called a “mixed culture” in the brew¬ 
ing industry, that will voraciously eat these 


fruits until there is no sugar remaining. 

Paysse will let these peaches sit with an 
aged saison beer made out of spelt, wheat, 
and barley for six weeks to six months, and 
then transfer the beer into bottles where it 
will continue fermenting for at least another 
four months. That means this beer won’t be 
ready till 2020 at the earliest. “If someone is 
making a [fruited] mixed-culture beer and 
it is coming out when the season is grown, 
then it’s bullshit, basically,” Paysse told me. 

Luckily, I was able to leave the brewery 


with abottle of Firmament and Light, a saison 
Paysse brewed with Rama Farm peaches 
grown in 2018.1 could smell the aroma of 
fresh fruit as soon as I opened the bottle. 
And when I poured a glass and took a sip, I 
was struck by the beer’s softness, its touch 
of tartness. There was a perfume similar to 
those peaches I had cut in Fremont, but the 
sugar had been replaced with notes of rose, 
strawberry, vanilla, and nectarine. It turns out 
abrewer can make a peach into something far 
greater than just a peach. ■
